That after receipt thereof, the ſaid Feiting ran away with the ſame Dia- 
poncs, and brought them into England ;, and your Petitioners with great 
ifficulty and much Expence {cauſed the ſaid Feiting to be Arreſted at 


jr = in an Action of Trover, at the .Suit of your Petitioner Maſſey

That thereupon the ſaid Feiting being in Cuſtody of the Sheriff of Aid- 
- dleſex , turned himſelf over by Habeas Corpus to the-Priſon of the Fleet, 

and there remained Priſoner for ſome time ; during which time your Pe- 
titioners feverally declared againſt him. But in.the Month of Aug«/t laſt, 
William Feedon Fard Eſq; Warden of the ſame Priſon, voluntarily, and for 
a Conſideration of Twenty Guineas, (as your Petitioners are informed) 
and notwithſtanding an Order of one of the Judges of the Common-Pleas 
to the contrary, turned the ſaid Feiting out of the fame Priſon, and let him 
elcape' beyond the Seas. 


That fince then, your Petitioner Maſſey hath proceeded in his ſaid 
Action, and a Jury of Middleſex on a Writ of Enquiry of Damages, hath 
iven your Petitioner Maſſey Three Hundred and, Ten Pounds Damages, 
ides Coſts of Suit : But in regard the faid Feiting is eſcaped, your Perti- 
tioner Maſſey cannot charge him in Execution for the ſaid Damages and 
Colts z = your other Pectitioners are diſcouraged by reaſon of the ſaid 
Eſcape, to proceed further in their reſpeRive Suits.
